This 
committee had the most difficult job in our history because they had 
to develop a list of candidates to fill four officer posts as well as all ten 
director slats. This requirement came about when the Board adopted 
the plan for an election every other year which covers the entire slate 
rather than the split of four officers and five directors and then five 
directors in the alternate year. 


If you wish to nominate a candidate or candidates of your own 
choice, the procedure is very simple. Nominations can be accepted 
from the membership via petition from now until the end of the year. 
Signatures of at least 25 members in good standing are required and 
please be certain that any candidate you may name is able and willing 
to serve. Send petitions to Secretary W4HU. 


A number of persons have asked why my name is not listed for this 
election. The answer is very simple and is very much respected by 
me. Itis a policy of the QCWA that the president may succeed 
himself only once, resulting in a maximum of two consecutive two 
year terms. In order to start out the new every-other-year procedure 
on an even note for all new electees, it was necessary to extend the 
terms of all officers and five directors by a year. Therefore, it has been 
my privilege to have five years as QCWA President and it has been a 
very rewarding experience. My term ends next year on the 31st of 
August. 


Please take an active interest in the affairs of QCWA. We are a very 
dynamic organization strongly involved with Amateur Radio and its 
future. The Board is your voice and its membership must be of vital 
concer to each and every member. It is a pleasure to work with 
individuals of such dedication to QCWA and Amateur Radio.

CHAPTER TREASURER 
Ithas recently come to my attention that we should issue a notice of 
caution to all Chapters, the President and the Secretary/Treasurer. 
Most all Chapters have some finances and have these in a bank 
usually under a checking account. Please check how the signatures 
are recorded for this account. There should be two signatures 
(although you may require only one signature to sign checks ) and 
those signatures should be updated each time there is an election of 
officers for the Chapter. 


The problem? A chapter had an account but it was under the 
Treasurer's name (he died ) and now we may have to get a court 
order for the bank to release the funds that rightfully belong to the 
chapter. 


The solution ? Have the account in the name of the Treasurer, but 
have two names. Should there be a change due to election or to the 
death of one of the signatures, you only have to have a meeting of the 
Chapter, adopt a resolution to appoint a new person to replace the 
former member, take that to the bank and they will have you sign the 
signature cards and everything is taken care of properly.
